tion, the debt limit would drop 
automatically to $285 billion July) 
1. 


The 
-House-passed bill 
would 


raise it immediately to '$307 bil- 
lion, than on July 1 to $309 billion,; 
effective through Aug. 31. Before 
then, it is generally expected, the 
ceiling will have to be raised 
again, 
especially 
if 
Congress 


passes President Kennedy's tax 
cut legislation.

Wednesday on the debt ceiling. 


Although th'e Virginia Democrat

The nine-vote margin by which 


the House passed the bill matched 
the closest previous administra- 
tion victory in the present Con- 
gress,, on a feed grain program.

Questions 
Rights of Y 
President

WASHINGTON (API-President 


Kennedy's action in Birmingham's 
racial trouble, whether or not it 
boils again, has given lawyers 
something to argue about 


He has sent 3.000 troops into 


Alabama military bases—near but 
not in Birmingham—for possible 
use in Birmingham if there's o 
repetition in that city' of last Sat- 
urday night's violence against Ne- 
groes and the Negro riot which 
followed. 


The question is: Does he have 


a right to use troops in such a 
situation when no federal law, 
court order or function is spe- 
cifically involved? The governor 
of Alabama, George C. Wallace, 
says no. 


He 
cites 
the 
Constitution — 


Article 4, Section 4—which says 
the federal government shall pro- 
tect a state against "domestic vi- 
olence" if (he legislature or gov- 
ernor asks such protection. 


Under such constitutional au- 


thority the President could use 
troops. But Wallace says Kennedy 
hasn't been asked to intervene 
with troops or otherwise. 


The Justice Department says 


that up to this point the President 
needed no special authority—ei- 
ther constitutional or by specific 
statute—for moving troops inlo 
Alabama. 
They 
haven't 
inter- 


vened in anything. 


But, 
it was explained, if new 


disorders break out the President 
could then decide whether to put 
the troops in Birmingham under 
authority of a specific law—Ar- 
ticle 10, Section 333 of the U.S. 
Code—which goes back in history. 


It says: The President, can use 


troops or "anv other means" to 
suppress domestic violence in a 
stale if it— 


"Hinders the execution of Ihe 


laws of that state, and of tho 
United Stales wilhin the state, 
that anv part or class of its pco- 
nle is deprived of a right, priv 
ilcge. 
immunity 
or 
protection 


named in the Constitution and Ihe 
ronsl.ituled 
authorities

state are unable, fail, or refuse 
to protect that, rieht. privilege, 01 
mmunity, or to give that protec- 
ion." 
Under the 14th Amendment to

he Justice TVnarlmont th.nl the 
Resident could deride whether In 
send trooos into Birmingham il 
lew 
rioting began, one thing 


seems obvious. 


Kennedy must have already de- 


cided to send in the troops* if riof- 
ing occurs again because he would 
lose face if he didn't after making 
the gesture ot putting the troops 
into Alabama. 


It can be argued the President 


hasn't necessarily made such a 
decision, that he could wait until 
after rioting started to determine 
whether it was so out of hand 
that local police couldn't — or 
wouldn't—cope with it. 


Vet. 
if he held back the troops 


to see how bad the rioting-was a 
number of people could be killed 
before he made up his mind. That, 
tno. would be an embarnnssment 
to him. 


Therefore, it seems plain troops 


would be used immediately—un- 


tier Article 10, Section -333--if: riot- 
ing was renewed. 


For this reason the very pres- 


ence of the troops near Birming- 
ham—although not in it—can be 
interpreted as a warning to Bir- 
mingham extremists hot to start 
anything unless they want the 
troops in. 


But in view of the constitutional 


provision that a President could 
use troops to restore domestic 
peace in a state—provided n leg- 
islature or governor asked for 
them—how could he justify using 
Article 10, Section 333, without 
such a request? 


In this.caSc.it: would have to 


be on his own decision that Ala- 
bama law enforcement 
officers 


were unable, failed or refused to 
protect its citizens. 


Article 10, Section 333, is rooted 


in American history,, almost to the 
very beginning tif the government 
Presidents repeatedly hnve 'sent 
troops' into a Mate to Mop Various 
disturbances--«ven though a gov- 
ernor protested. 6iit consistently 
(he excuse was to protect; some 
federal Jaw or function or uphold 
a federal court order, 


President' Eisenhower at. Little 


Rock 111 1!>57 and Kennedy at the 
University of Mississippi in 1962 
used troops to slop mob violence 
which was an attempt to block 
a federal court order that'Negroes 
be admitted to white schools. 
They relied on Article 10, Sec- 
tion 333. 


There was a difference in May 


1'JCt. when mobs of white segrega- 
tionists stoned and beat up a mim- 
ber of "Freedom Riders" going 


through Alabama on buses from 
Washington to New Orleans, 


At tfiat tirrfe the President '-. 


through his brother, Atty.'Gen. 
Robert F, Kennedy—sent more 
than tiOO U.S. marshals into Ala- 
bama to protect tlie riders when 
Alabama police were slow to do 
so. 


The Justice 
Department 
ex- 


plained the action: to protect in- 
terstate commerce (bus transpor- 
tation) and to sec that "other fed- 
eral rights are given due protec- 
tion." The governor of Alabama 
at that time, John Patterson, pro 
tested, and, like Gov. Wallace 
now, 
said the action was uncon- 


stitutional. 


The Justice Department didn't 


say publicly at the time it was 
acting under Article .10, Section

young wom«n, researchers compared food habits. Men, they 
learned, ate more food than women . . . ate more fat which fur- 
nished a higher percentage of their calories ... consumed more 
protein. 


One new angle was apparent: Men stuffed. They tended to eat 


huge quantities of food at the evening meal, then nibble until 
bedtime. The scientists questioned male wisdom in concentrating 
so many calories into this 4- to 6-hour time slot. Recent research, 
Dr Ohlson pointed out, shows that men who eat in this fashion 
may have a higher level of a fatty substance in the blood called 
cholesterol—a finding suspect in. heart disease—than do men 
Who eat smaller, more frequent meals throughout the d»y.
